The addition to the Center Li¬ 
brary has not been positflionexl or 
shelved, as so stated. Bids are go-| 
ing out within the week, and as J 
soon as these arc* received and ( 
approved, construction will begin. , 
Mr. David Carlson, architect, and 
Mr. Robert. Hall, consulting engi¬ 
neer, did noi. bid on a building 
before the unanimous vote of the 
Library Board selected them as 
architect and consulting engineer 
olf the addition. Therefore the 
statement is untrue that they 
couldnot hold to their original 
bid. 

Whn the Library Board inter¬ 
viewed three candidates for the 
addition, the firm officially stated 
a final bid as this would have 
been impossible without final ap¬ 
proved plans and bids from gen¬ 
eral contractors. The firms were 
judged on their professional abil¬ 
ity. All three knew of our limited 
($50,000) amount of money and 
this is the only official limitation. 
In interviews, all three felt that 
a building could be built for $42,- 
000-$45,000 and various ideas 
were generally discussed. Within 
the time of money voted and the 
final bids of the addition, con¬ 
struction costs went up 15%, 
many unforeseen problems (new 
furnace, extra heavy reinforcing 
of original foundation, etc.) 
arose. Various extras the Whole 
Board and Mr. Francis Keogh, 
Library Consultant for interior 
furnishings, added, helped to in¬ 
crease costs. 

The whole Board must take 
full responsibility for perhaps 
losing- sight of the original aim, 
that the building was to be an 
'addition only. The apparent lack 
of interest and support of the 
town for a brand new building, 
on a site presented before the 
March, 1068 town meeting led 
the Board to try to include the 
functions of a .main library into 
a (building which was to be mere¬ 
ly an addition, to alleviate the 
crowded conditions of our library 
system. Since our circulation is 
increasing about 80% per month, 
an addition and a new central 
library are desperately needed. 
The present plans are more than 
adequate for the addition which 
was originally planned. 

Mrs. Keogh is misrepresent¬ 
ing facts and placing the Board 
of Library Trustees, Mr. Carl¬ 
son, Mr. Hall and Mr. Alfred 
Cascella (one of the firms con¬ 
sidered, the other firm was De¬ 
sign Alliance of Boston) in po¬ 
sitions which are unfavorable to 
their professional reputations. It 
is time that the people of Aga¬ 
wam know that Mrs. Keogh has 
consistently tried to block the 
other members of the Library 
Board in almost Jill moves toward 
progress for the library system in 
Agawam. She has voted against 
the Board on important issues 
and even on .merely routine mat¬ 
ters or she has voted only with 
reservations. Mrs. Keogh was-not 
in favor of the (addition, orig¬ 
inally, and in the final vote it 
is noted that she voted for the 
addition “with reluctance.” This 
is a political year for Mrs. Keogh 
and perhaps she is electioneering.

The proposed amendmerH of the 
Constitution defines the circum¬ 
stances in which a Governor's in¬ 
ability to perform his functions 
shall cause his office to become 
vacant, and it establishes a pro¬ 
cedure for making the necessary 
determinations. The office will be¬ 
come vacant following' a declara¬ 
tion id disability by the Governor 
himself or by the Chief Justice 
and :i majority of the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, or such other body as the 
Legislature nun provide. The vac¬ 
ancy will terminate four days 
after the Governor declares that 
no disability exists, unless (1)
